Every part

exposed were burned to a blister. 
No doubt of his recovery is enter­ 
tained, but he will be laid up for some 
time, and will doubtless 
be 
badly 
scarred. 
The only way the explosion can be 
accounted for is in the supposition 
that the gas must have ignited from 
the escape pipe, which was burning 
at the time, and was located about 15 
feet from the regulator. 
All Mr. Snyder w’as able to 
say 
about the matter was this: “I 
had 
just lifted the lid from the regulator 
and was looking for a dry place to step 
to when I heard the explosion and 
found myself lying on my back out­ 
side of the hole, almost at the same 
instant. I was bewildered and did not 
know that I was burned for several 
minutes. I don’t know’ what caused the 
explosion.” 
Mr. Snyder’s brother, Albert, is now 
confined to his bed with typhoid fe­ 
ver, and an official of the 
company 
stated this morning that they would 
be handicapped by the accident, as 
these two gentlemen had attended to 
the reading of the meters exclusive­ 
ly, and of course, w’ould both be off 
duty for some time.

Compromise 
Reached At a 
Meeting

The striking hod carriers have ad­ 
justed their dispute with the bosses 
and all returned to work this morn­ 
ing. 
A meeting of the union was held 
Saturday night and it was then de­ 
cided to appoint a committee to con­ 
fer with the contractors. This com­ 
mittee had been instructed to propose 
a compromise, which was done yes­ 
terday afternoon at a meeting of the 
two parties to the dispute. 
The hod carriers agreed to recon­ 
sider the demand of 27 7-9 Cf'nts an 
hour and stated they would be willing 
to return to work for 25 cents an hour, 
which under the present conditions 
amounts to $2.25 per day. 
After some consideration the con­ 
tractors agreed to the proposition, 
and the men resumed work this morn­ 
ing. 
When the eight-hour day is inau­ 
gurated on the 1st of May, if it goes 
through, the hod carriers will be re­ 
ceiving $2 per day for eight hours. 
This is considered a good rate and 
amounts to tho same they formerly 
received for nine hours. 
In case the eight-hour day fails to 
materialize the 
conditions 
of the 
hod carriers will be considerably bet­ 
ter than they were hertofore.

“Something should be done to give us 
residents proper fire protection.

have no water main or plugs and the
